WILL BE SOLD 


Great 
Lakes 
Operators 
W ill Have Chance To 
Bid For Them 


Washington, D. S. (W N S )— In 
the discussion of the bill intro­ 
duced by the Merchant 
Marine 
and 
Fisheries 
committee of the 
House providing for the sale of 
surplus shipping, Rep. Fred Brad­ 
ley of Michigan obtained a state­ 
ment from Rep. Bland of Virginia, 
chairman, that operators of ships 
on the Great Lakes would have 
the privilege of bidding for the 
surplus ships and operating them 
on the lakes, it was learned re­ 
cently. 
‘‘The bill is confined to ships 
of 2,000 tons and 
above,” 
said 
Rep. Band. 
“ If a Great Lakes 
operator 
bought these ships and 
could get them to the Great Lakes, 
I do not see why he could not 
operate them.” 
Rep. Bradley said he desired to 
clarify the record for the benefit 
of the members not familiar with 
the bill. 
He said that special leg­ 
islation was passed covering the 
construction of 16 ore-type car­ 
riers on the Great Lakes which 


are not in any sense of the word 
under this bill. 
“ But if a qualified Great Lakes 
operator desired to purchase one 
or more vessels authorized to be 
sold under this bill and then move 
the vessel or vessels 
from 
salt 
water to the lakes for operation 
there, I would like to know wheth­ 
er such sale at 
statutory 
sales 
price, as defined in the bill, is 
permissible,” inquired Rep. Brad­ 
ley. 
He was assured again that 
it would be.

period, he said, is the most im ­ 
portant p art of a person’s life be­ 
cause thought habits acquired in 
those years stay with the individ­ 
ual the rest of his life. 
The reason for this, he explain­ 
er!, is because the 
sub-conscious 
mind, which governs the individ­ 
ual’s moods and impulses, acquir­ 
ed habits during a person’s form ­ 
ative years that mold his or her 
character and rem ain the rest of a 
person’s life. 
All 
personality 
problems, 
he 
said, are based on the way the 
person’s 
sub-conscious mind re­ 
acts to his surroundings. All of us, 
he added, are, to varied degrees, 
mentally ill. Those extrem ely so 
are adjudged insane and with this 
thought in mind, 
insanity should 
never be looked upon as 
a 
dis­ 
grace. 
He urged that it be instilled in 
the mind of every child that theie 
is a meaning to life, and that the 
reality of God be m ade as clear as 
possible to the unfolding mind. 
Problem children, he said, are 
in a vast m ajority of cases, 
m is­ 
understood children, and a serious 
effort on the part of teachers or 
a rents to look at m atters 
from 
the viewpoint of the child rather 
an the adult, would help elim ­ 
inate the causes of rebellion, frus­ 
tration and super - sensitiveness 
which m ake this or that child act 
u eer.’’
